ment as to whether or not the filming of such a picture would be 
advisable. 

Now the principal thing about this incident co me was that it 
revealed the extraordinary power of the Senate subcommictce and 
showed how investigations of this nature cause business co hesi- 
tate even in the fulfilment of most wholesome objectives. 

It is significance that the adroit, able and experienced Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler of Montana, who heads the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee and who appointed the subcommittee now 
making this investigation, is the leading opponent of our country’s 
international policy. It is therefore not surprising that four ou of 
five of the subcommittee’s members are Senators who share his 
beliefs. 

Manifestly there would be a widespread public response to any 
well-produced picture based on Mr. Shirer’s famous book. That 
book has now sold more than 466,000 copies and has probably 
been the most widely discussed book of the year. Rental libraries 
for a considerable period were unable to keep it on their shelves. Te 
was a Book-of-the-Month Club selection. No one has been able 
successfully to challenge the authenticity of this eyewitness account. 
Here is an instance in which there is every advance assurance that 
a motion picture using Mr. Shirer's subject matter would have 
great public interest and fully meet the demands of the box office, 
which are the final criterion of popularity and naturally remain a 
consideration with every piceure produced. Any citizen would 
think, offhand, that there should not be any question about the 
making of such a picture, even in the face of the current investiga~ 
tion of alleged propaganda activities of the motion-picture industry 
against Nazi Germany, 


Committee methods are highhanded 


Nevertheless, there is another side, The ordinary businessman, 
who customarily does not own the business he represents but 
speaks for numerous stockholders, cannot be wholly idealistic or 
operate his organization in a fashion that pleascs only himself. 
Because he is representing a large group of stockholders, he must 
respond at times to the indirece pressure of government. He must 
analyze his course and try to fashion it to produce chat harmony 
which often is an indispensible factor in success. Faced with the 
likelihood that he will be subpoenaed and called before one 
of these subcommittees, he must weigh the advantages of the 
course he has projected against the disadvantages chat will inev- 
itably follow from the type of investigation to which he will be sub- 
jected. 

Some Congressional investigations undoubtedly have resulted in 
needed reforms, Bue their ruthless and highhanded methods have 
made them justifiably resented by those subject to them. Congress, 
of course, should retain and exercise the power of investigation. 
Buc it should not use it, or permie its use, for improper purposes or 
in a manner which will deprive any citizen, directly or indirectly, 
of his civil rights.

dragged along for weeks, affects something very vital to all of us— 
the right of free expression. And it was never even authorized by 
the Senate. The subcommittee was appointed by Senator Wheeler 
to determine whether a full investigation should be recommended 
to the Senate. One normally would think that such a question could 
be determined speedily, yet it is obvious that the subcommictee 
means to take no chance that the Senate will deny it the pleasure of 
investigation and consequently wants to give the preliminary in- 
quiry the fullest possible scope. 

The power of one of these committees is enormous. Investigations 
of the same character have been conducted from time to time ever 
since the Government began and it is undoubtedly a fact that these 
probes and inquiries have destroyed the reputations of more men than 
any other process of government. 

Glance for a moment at the conditions. The entire proceeding is 
extrajudicial. The individual under investigation is placed on the 
witness stand and the committee is the sole judge of everything that 
happens thereafter. There are no set rules of evidence and other 
witnesses may be called to spread any kind of gossip and innuendo. 
In fact, that often appears to be the kind of testimony sought. 


The committee makes a big play for publicity 


Committee members can ask any questions they conceive to be 
embarrassing, whether they are germane to the issue at hand or 
not. In the past some committees have had the grace to allow 
witnesses or organizations to be represented by counsel. But in this 
investigation of the motion-picture industry, counsel was not 
permitted to take part in the proceedings, offer any rebuttal testi- 
mony, cross-examine the committee's witnesses, or have anything 
to say about the order or time of appearance of his own witnesses. 
Often witnesses intent on stigmatizing those under investigation 
are given the widest latitude and greatest encouragement while 
those on the defensive have their words challenged and impugned. 
These are not the exceptions, but unfortunately the average case. 
Here is an example of autocratic government in its most flourishing 
form. 

What is the object of investigations of this nature? Ostensibly 
they are to guide Congress in shaping new legislation. Actually 
they are to focus the spotlight of publicity upon some Kepresenta- 
tive or Senator and his victim. In the case of the Congressman, they 
are designed to establish a good press and, in the case of his victim 
under investigation, a bad press. 

Often the witnesses are men of high reputation whereas the exam- 
ining Senator or Representative is not known widely outside his 
State. What better opportunity for national prominence could be 
offered than by showing that some outstanding leader after all has 
fect of clay?

noon editions and near the close of the hearing in the afternoon for 
the morning editions next day. It is his game, at these times, to 
send the correspondents scurrying to their wires with some sensa- 
tional and insulting remark calculated to reach millions of readers 
without the reply of its victim 

The only refuge of the witness is to pray that it won't be too bad 
or refuse to answer questions. He can, if he chooses, take the 
position that to answer would incriminate himself, buc what 
lawyer would advise that? About his only choice is to sit in the 
glaring public light of the committee chamber, suffer the innu- 
endoes, steel himself against the speeches of denunciation that are 
likely to follow on the floor of the House or the Senate, and hope 
that the public after all will understand that he is trying to con- 
duct his business with industry and integrity and in accordance 
with sound public policy 

Ir is understandable that under such treatment a motion-picture 
company might hesitate to produce a film of Mr. Shirer's book, 
even though it is manifest that the great body of public sentiment 
in America is highly averse to Hitlerism and keenly sympathetic to 
our country’s resolve to destroy totalitarianism. My own view is 
that this picture should by all means be made. The American public 
should not be deprived of it because of the power of one Senator to 
appoint a subcommittee which without even the pretense of a 
Senate vote can undertake a program of harassment in order to 
dominate the public opinion of the country 


Challenge to freedom must be met at the start 


If the motion-picture industry should permit itself to be intimi- 
dared by this kind of pressure, the other great agencies of public 
expression in the U. S. are likely to be the next assailed, As chair- 
man of the Interstate Commerce Committee, Senator Wheeler 
wields unusual power. He appoints the subcommittees of that 
committee. His commitrees have the power to investigate not 
only the movies but also the radio industry. He is presently engaged, 
through his committee, on a study of a new radio regulatory law 
which may determine the fate of the radio companies. The Fed- 
eral Communications Commission is dependent on his committee 
for its legislative program; and this commission is today having 
hearings on the right of newspapers to continue to own radio sta- 
tions. 

Perhaps radio chains, perhaps newspapers, in their determination 
to tell the truth about Nazism, are even now seeking advice of theit 
counsel as to whether they may be brought under the scrutiny of 
isolationist subcommittees. 

The challenge to freedom of expression never comes openly or 
through obvious measures, but begins with pressure and covert 
intimidation. The agencies of public opinion, upon which inde- 


pendent and enlightened people depend, must be kept continuously 
free from government domination, whether it be by a bureau, a 
commission, or by the skilful chairman of a powerful Congres- 
sional committee. And the time to stand out against that threat of 
domination is at the start.

WwW Point’s 550 plebes, though they represent a 107; elite of the 5,500 
who apply, start army life in the lowly rank of raw recruit. The precise 
operation that turns them into officers gets into motion at once, with a 
pace and efficiency that is matched in liberal arts education onl, y 
schools. The broad compass of information and training essential to an 
officer leaves no time for wasting by either faculty or cadets. 

‘The component subjects of the Academy’s single-course cu 
dovetailed into unbroken continuity. Plebe mathematics leads into year- 
ling physics. Physics unlocks the catalog of mechanical, chemical, el 
trical, thermodynamic, hydrodynamic, and aerodynamic engineering in 
the second-class year. All are finally co-ordinated in first-class ordnance 
and military engineering. Similarly, West Point's liberal arts courses j 
tify themselves not as concessions to “culture,” but as essential officer 
equipment. The English taught is plain. A year is budgeted to French and 
two to Spanish, West Point's courses i ry history and in histor;

Officers, clergymen, brewers 


The tough-looking, heavy-jawed West Pointer turns out to be an 
Army engineer enroute to Chungking to help the Chinese build the 
railroad that will parallel che Burma Road. The good-looking, curly 
haired boy with the Cupid's-bow mouth and keen brown eyes is an 
ex-lawyer and naval reservist enroute to Manila and Hong Kong to 
help those two countries straighten out difficulties brought into 
being by the freezing of Japanese assets. The two well-dressed, s0- 
phisticated gentlemen with silk ties and stiff collars turn out to be 
a pair of clergymen bound on a six-month trip to encourage mission- 
ary groups to hold the Christian front in all the Asiatic hot spots. 
The two rather benign-looking gentlemen whom one first spotted 
for the missionaries are two Manila brewers. There arc, of course, 
three or four of the inevitable oilmen who pump or drill or sell the 
precious stuff in Sarawak, Batavia, Hong Kong. And motormen, 
whose job itis to sce that cars and trucks get to Singapore, Bangkok, 
up the Burma Road. And Army and Navy men with ‘missions’ to 
the Straits Settlements and Moscow. And a man who will run a 
beautiful giant shovel that has already been delivered to Cavite, the 
U.S. A. naval base, where they are building bomber runways. Sev- 
eral Pan American officials, of course. 

One of the Pan American officials tells me of the Clipper cargoes. 
They are not all spare parts for planes, torpedoes, submarines, flying 
instruments, military maps and charts, diplomatic pouches and mail. 
Wedding gowns (from New York couturiéres) for Manila brides, 
newsreels for Manila moviegoers, polo balls for Manila polo play- 
ers, delicate seeds and cuttings destined for transplanting on forcign 
shores, mangoes packed in dry ice, insured jewels—more precious 
still, false tecth, once or twice a wooden leg or arm. 

Wich such a cast in the salon of the plane, on the long daylight 
flights, conversations are almost (if not quite) as interesting as they 
ought to be. They range, geographically, from Manila to London, 
Singapore to Berlin, Bombay to Buenos Aires. But the subject never 
changes: it is War. Here, high over the endless ocean, you sense more 
keenly, you learn more specifically than anywhere in the world that 
this is one world, one war. 
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By and by the passengers grow tired of talking, as they grew tired 
of looking out the windows. They play gin rummy, bridge, chess, 
do crossword puzzles, read. Lady Diana, possibly confused by these 
first long days of peace in several years, reads novels in a desultory 
fashion, finishing none; the older secretary reads a book by G. K. 
Chesterton; the young one, Foreign Policy pamphlets on the defense 
of Singapore. Mr. Peck browses through the ‘Foreign Service List” 
or sits, quietly thinking, smoking. Twenty-five years of diplomatic 
service in the Orient have given him an un-Western calm. Mrs. Peck 
reads any magazine she picks up thoroughly. The Navy men turn 
page after page, only looking at the pictures. Everybody seems to 
have a copy of Florence Horn's book on the Philippines, Orphans of 
the Pacific, and the British best-seller, This Above All. Only the Army 
men don't read. Sometimes they play crap games. Mostly they sit, 
smoking great brown cigars, or stand in the passage like monoliths. 
They suffer visibly for exercise. Their jaws move tirelessly: they are 
always the last to abandon the chewing gum passed out on the take- 
offs, which “helps your ears."”

Always on the long flights there are innumerable meals being 
served: coffee and sugar buns on the dawn take-offs, fruit and sand- 
wiches at 9, hotdogs or soup at 11. A buffet lunchcon—a mammoth 
delicatessen of cold meat and variegated canned objects—is served 
at any time between 12 and 3, depending on the hour of landing, or 
the feeling the two shrewd, amiable, efficient stewards, Mr. Cros~ 
thwaite and Mr. Harriss, have about the state of boredom into which 
their passengers have fallen. When all else fails, passengers dig their 
way out of boredom with their teeth. By the third day out the cold 
buffet, spread on a white sheet on the long, narrow scat of a com- 
partment, becomes known as “The Body of the Deceased.” 

Out of San Francisco to Honolulu, it is a 14-hour overnight hop, 
the only overnight one on the voyage. At7 a. m. you land in Hono- 
lulu. We have all that day and until dawn the next to amuse our- 
selves in this Pacific Paradise. Waikiki and surfboarding, trips over 
the Pali, dinners on moon-drenched lanais with Hawaiians playing 
their gay thin guitars and plunky ukes, singing their mischicvously 
exotic quasi-Hawaiian songs, Oiling Up My Red Opu, Hula Hands, 
Love Her and Leave Her on the Lava. The Army men go to Forts Scho- 
ficld or Shafter, the Navy men visit Pearl Harbor where there is a 
high fever of activity, where building is going on faster than during 
any peacetime boom, where the bulk of the Pacific Flect lies. How 
much? A layman can ask, but isn’t told. What there is of the Pacific 
Flect in the harbor is painted a deep gray, almost black now . 
lowers the visibility from the air. 

You quickly learn that the residents of Honolulu are very Jap- 
warminded today. Partly because they feel a conflict between our- 
selves and the “'Nips”” is inevitable, partly because they are already 
bored and bedeviled by the giant influx of ships, sailors, soldiers, 
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Midway Island is the next stop as the Clipper flics westward from Honolulu, Ma~ 
rines landed on this lonely, trecless waste in 1903 to protect new U. S. cable station.

The Army and Navy men here are not quite so eager for war, Un- 
like some politicians and belligerent-minded laymen, they are not 
snorting with impatience to fight wars they cannot win, And al- 
though they do not feel the Japanese could really lick us, they are 
(discreetly) bothered by the problem of our overlong communi 
tions line between Manila and Hawaii, and the lack of repair fa 
ties in far-off Manila, should a ship or two be harpooned, transports 
sunk, a blockade effected between here and there. 

I spend the first night with Doris Duke Cromwell, who has a 
stately pleasure dome decreed—a Persian Palace in the cool lee of 
Diamond Head, In her gardens caged parrots and macaws of gaudy 
hues shrick and whistle, jabbering monkeys swing from trees, and in 
the pools and splashing tiled fountains brilliant tropical fishes flit 
and flire and laze, She has a great azure-tiled swimming pool with 
hydraulic springboards and high diving platforms that rise like cle- 
vators from the ground, then disappear, at colossal expense, in order 
not to spoil the view of the pool from the terrace at tea, And on her 
terrace after dinner, the legendary Doris, her long flaxen hair brushed 
up from a high brow and blue Siamesc-cat eyes, docs a remarkably fine 
hula for her guests. How exquisitely subtle, how passionately diffi- 
cult che hula is, what sweetly serpentine arms and mellifluous hips 
it needs. How appalled Honoluluans are by the wretched mainland 
imitators who dance “‘the hula” by alternating ‘the bumps"’ with 
a violent wagging of the bottom, and an enthusiastic burlesque 
“grind.” Lady Diana tries, in a reserved kind of way, to catch on to 
the pendulum movement of the hips, but being a sensible as well as 
beautiful woman, abandons the attempt quietly, quickly, Mr. Duff- 
Cooper, sitting in this moon-drenched Paradise, ctoss-questioned by 
eager guests, speaks quictly of the hell over London, the inferno that

We bid our friends farewell ac the party. But the next morn 
do not take the Clipper because it does not go. The Honolulu Clipper 
we had come by had blown out an engine head ouc of Hawaii. We 
had been spared in the air this nerve-wracking news. The Anzac Clip- 
per coming in to Guam had scraped its bottom on a coral reef, and 
now both were laid up until the Anzac Clipper could be got out of 
Manila into Honolulu. So three days later than schedule we arrive at 
the Honolulu Airport at 6:30 a. m., take off after an how half's 
engine tuning delays at 9:30, arriving at Midway Island in the early 
afternoon. 


Why workers leave Midway 


This tiny coral speck in a vast blue ocean, where the Marines 
landed in 1903 to help construct the first transpacific cable station, is 
a barren sandspit, peopled by birds of thousands of varieties, none so 
famous as the inimitable gooncy bird, the humorist of ornithology. 
Now, on the island in the little Pan American Inn, whose social 
heart is the hot lobby, whirting with clectric fans that barely move 
the still, sand-baked air, you sign the register that reads like a Who's 
Who of the agents and emissaries of this war. You change from the 
hot clothes you have traveled in all day, shower in brackish, barely 
cool water, go to the dining room where a many-course dinner is 
served to passengers who have already eaten coo much on the plane. 
Here on Midway, you learn, are Marines under the command of a 
red-faced, hard-jawed, capable-looking Marine Colonel called Pep- 
per. Big pain in the neck to Colonel Pepper is how the mainland 
laborers imported to build the runways for bombers, the barracks, 
arsenals, gun emplacements, breakwaters, oil storage tanks, which 
re beginning to network and cover the little island, get as much 
as $600 a month and still won't "'stic Midway for more than 
three months. With their pockets crammed with money ive} take 
ship for home, waving to “‘the men,” the soldiers of Uncle Sam 
who get $21 a month and are probably on this sandy pinprick, sans

wine, sans song, sans women, sans friends or family, for the duration 
—yelling, as their ships pull out, ‘“Goomby, Suckers. . . .” 


Midway is no tropic paradise 


Colonel Pepper does what he can to keep the men in good humor, 
Midway publishes a three- or four-sheet mimeographed paper called 
The Gooney Gazette (no charge), encourages the formation of clubs, 
volleyball, baseball, games of all kinds, shows movies. The boys like 
“slapstick"’—the Ritz, Marx, Bob Hope pictures best. But it is a 
lonely existence at best. No palm trees on this Pacific isle, no lan- 
guorous maidens with tropical blooms behind their ears. Here is hard 
work and heavy sun until day is done. Here, on Midway, this second 
steppingstone to America’s Manifest Destiny, are several lonely 
thousands of the unsung heroes of our unwaged war: 

The guests are not allowed out of the hotel for fear, one supposes, 
that they will note from the ground an angle of some building ot 
other which they have seen in its entirety from the air when the 
Clipper circled over the island co land. Or perhaps Colonel Pepper 
fears one of the passengers might be a spy who would drop a bomb 
among the millions of tern eggs on the beach, which would detonate 
after our departure and blow up a defense project. You go to bed at 
10 if you are sensible and can resist che endless provocative conversa- 
tions that can develop with such interesting fellow travelers. For 
we take off at dawn, again for the next Pacific steppingstone— 
Wake Island. 

At 4:30 you are awakened by a brown Filipino hand flipped vio- 
ently aceoss the slatted bedroom doors, like a stick on a paling 
fence. And packing in a daze, you go to the dining room for a good 
American breakfast—all kinds of cereals, eggs, hoc breads, waffles, 
pancakes, sausages. Lady Diana, looking pale buc serenely immacu- 
lace and ethereal while appreciatively munching a mammoth waffle, 
buttered, sugared and syruped, remarks chat the menu on this 134- 
mile-by-3¢-mile sandspic in the middle of nowhere far exceeds the 
variety of food co be had in London now. What has America 
done to deserve waffles on Midway? Do we really know? 

Now we get back into the Clipper, and a few minutes later are off 
for another nine-hour flight. At noon, by Midway time, we hit the 
International Dateline, and there we cross in a split second into 
tomorrow. One moment it was Friday, the next second, presto! 
Saturday. And as we crossed from today into tomorrow I thought so 
perhaps the whole revolutionary world has really crossed into 
Tomorrow, but just does not realize it. “We Americans would real- 
ize ic better,” a Pan American official says, “if we'd only get it into 
our heads now that we've got on the drawing board, waiting only 
production facilities, a plane which will make the whole hop from 
San Francisco to Hong Kong in a little over 24 hours!" 

Now at 2:30 p. m., having gained one day and the usual two hours 
we gain every other day, we are over another coral strand, Wake 
Island, which is really two islands. One is, like Midway, alive with 
buildings and soldiers and workmen, the other, across a veritable 
mermaids’ lagoon, is where the Pan American Inn stands on a fine 
coral beach. In no time we are all in bathing suits, swimming in the 
aquamarine water so transparent you can sce through 10 ft. the sand 
clinging to the banana-shaped sca urchins’ black sides. 

The young British secretary, happily for once freed of his heavy 
suitcase, ponderous with the noble plots of Empire, clad in a gaudy, 
flowered pair of Honolulu bathing pants, walks to where the terns 
are sitting in thousands on the beach. They rise angrily and their 
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Airways hotel at Wake stands under an American flag near a fine coral beach where 
Miss Boothe and fellow passengers played tennis, swam in the amazingly clear water 


constant shrieks are redoubled, so that the air is full of their voices, 
like a million doors being opened on a million little rusty hinges. 
Lady Diana, in slacks and a large straw hat, complains about the 
beach. She had been told it was lovelier than Waikiki. 

“And not even a coconut palm! Just those great red dredges and 
cranes and tractors over there remind one even out here in the middle 
of the Pacific of —war!”” 

We play tennis on a cement court in the broiling sun, then swim 
again, This time I swim our to the end of the pier where the Clipper 
lies alongside and tread water under the angle formed by its sca~ 
wing. On the underside of the great wing, just above my head, they 
have painted a great American flag. It casts its reflection on the clear 
water, The clear water casts its reflection on the flag, making it sccm 
to wave silkily. The young secretary paddles out into this Star- 
Spangled grotto. He looks up at the banner that covers him. He 
makes no comment. Is one required? 


We learn about the “Greer” 


Back in the lobby of the little hotel the passengers all in bathing 
trunks and shorts are playing bridge, drinking longcool drinks. Now 
there is no talk of war. The sun and sand and sea and food and drinks 
and the lonely monotony have got us. Not even when we get the 
Wake Wig Wag, this Island's daily mimeographed bulletin, telling of 
the Greer incident, do we get excited. Our attitude is strangely like 
that of the American people who, the Wig Wag's editor says, “‘are 
profoundly shocked and appalled by the Greer incident, but never- 
theless calm and collected.” 

Repetition of yesterday. Same heavy dinner. Early to bed and 
shortly before dawn I get out a little beforehand for a last swim. 
‘There is a full moon still high in the heavens, vying with a golden 
sunrise, The white sand is rosy and the green waters flash orange and 
silver. The two secretaries are there ahead of me in the ocean. The 
frail-looking young one has been swimming already an hour. Thac 
suitcase hasn't got him down. But the young 6 ft., all bone and 
muscle naval reservist has got a chill and a cold by sleeping in a 
draft in Midway” and can’t come for a swim. 

‘At high dawn we take off for our nine-hour flight to Guam. 

This is the third day of actual flying. The passengers are growing 
restless. They walk up and down the narrow corridor, bored with 
cards, talk, reading, at long last even with cating. They are begin- 
ning to be faintly irritated by only being able to smoke in the main 
or saloon compartment which is also the hottest. They begin to hate 
the blue skies stretching outside endlessly, the interminable mono- 
tony of clouds. They want to be in Manila—in Singapore, in Burma, 
in Batavia, Chungking. Yes, even bombed Chungking. 

Now, someone idly looking out of the window sights land. How 
exciting! What a thrill there is in the familiar sight. The steward 
tells us we have just passed near some of the Japanese mandated is- 
lands and this is Guam which, like a luscious plum, lies in a hornet’s 
nest of them. 

‘After Midway and Wake, Guam seems like a continent. Looking 
down one sees a land which is a little letter of introduction to the 
Orient. Below are occasional rice paddies, banana plantations, the 
outline of nipa hut villages. The big ship lands, perilously close to 
the coral reefs. As the launch gathers us to go ashore, some one tells 
of the terrible typhoons that hic Guam last year, and this August 
ripped roofs off every house, stripped palms bare, piled up ships and 
piers and houses alike on the land high above the harbor. In this har- 
bor, called Sumay, there is no such naval display as satisfied this in- 
dividual taxpayer in Pearl Harbor. There is only a gray little tugboat.

The brown-faced Chamorro children, women in gaudy gauze blouses, 
men in straw hats, line the quay co watch us land. It is steamy hot. 
We languidly hasten to the hotel for showers. The Governor's aide 
in white duck and gold braid calls for us, for the Pecks, the Duf- 
Coopers, the miliary men aboard, and we motor an hour down 
tropical roads in che boiling heat to the main town of the island, 
Agaiia, where the big, cool, white cement Government House stands. 
There, the governor and his nice wife are having a big cocktail part 
—in honor of the Pecks and the Duff-Coopers. Everyone is very ex 
cited to see Lady Diana and Mr. Duff-Cooper. He is introduced as 
“Sir Duff," “Lord Cooper.” You can see young Mr. Cecil is very 
tickled, but taking his cue from Lady Diana, he never cracks a smile. 
We learn there are only 400, perhaps 600, members of the U.S. armed 
forces on the islands. An order has already come from Washington to 
evacuate the women, The women have the war all doped. They figure 
that the Japanese can’t go into Thailand until November, because 
of the weather, will probably go into Siberia, which won't leave 
them time to get around to Guam until March next. Little Major 
Eliots, all. 

“What is there to do in Guam?" I ask a young bachelor officer. 
“Dreary in the daytime,” he says, ‘“buc it grows a little more livel 
at night.” He smiles. "The Chamorros are a very nocturnal people.”” 
Tsay, also lightly, ‘You don’t mean they are an unmoral people?" 
He looks quite shocked. “Not at all,” he says, "I merely mean that

“Empire builders can expect to be bopped” 


We leave the chattering Americans at the Government House and 
motor through the little town of thatched and tinned roofs to the 
Officer's Club on the hill for a drink of Coca-Cola, a view of the spec- 
tacular sunset. Our host tells us that Guam is a fine little advertise- 
ment for American Imperialism. The inhabitants numbered 12,000 
when the Americans came, now there are 25,000. Their health is ex- 
cellent, their death rate low, their birch rate very high. We drive 
back coward the horel down the excellent road that has been con- 
structed under the guidance of the United States Marines. On the 
way, the American railroad-building Army engineer to Chungking 
tells us he was a language student in Japan. To prove it, he sings 
naughty songs in impeccable Japanese. Mr. Keswick, the older secre- 
tary, begins to talk not aatteringly about the Japanese. It seems that 
when he was on the Shanghai Council last year they shot him, 
wounding him badly in the side and the arm. “Well, anybody who 
expects to build an empire can expect to be bopped,” the Army 
engineer observes. 

Soon after dinner, because we must get up at 4 a. m., we all go to 
bed. Ic is horribly hot. I lie without covers, in the dark. Mosquitoes 
—Stuka divers, too. I draw the sheet up to my neck. Bur, at 40'clock, 
when itis still pitch black, and the boys draw their nails like wicked 
cats down the slatted doors, I haven't slept. My face is bitten into a 
measle-mask. At breakfast, I complain to the Army man. He says, 
“You should have turned on your electric fan." The naval reservist 
says, “I turned on mine, and those mosquitoes just chawed out the 
blades."” ‘Oh, well, anybody who expects to build an empire can 
expect to be bitten. .. .”” A scarlet-and-gold dawn is beginning to 
break behind thunderous cloudheads, piled up and up and up from 
the very teeth of the palm fronds to the highest heavens. It is too 
dark, too early, everyone is too sleepy to talk. Even to read the 
mimeographed Guam Eagle, which “syndicates Walter Winchell.

war.) Aboard, we notice that we are only 28. Ac Wake we were 31, 
at Midway 38. Whom have we lose The Army and Navy men, the 
Pan American officials, set down to pave destiny’s steppingstones at 
Midway, Wake, Guam 

Without wind or wave skirting the dangerous reefs, we take off on 
the last long hop that reaches to Manila, the last American outpost 
1,506 miles from here. 

The long day passes. One by one the strange and increasingly casual 
costumes—slacks, shorts, tropical helmets, aloha shirts—that the 
passengers have worn out of Honolulu disappear. Men passengers 
return from the dressing room, shaved, wearing impeccable white 
suits and ties, Mrs, Peck reappears from the ladies’ room in a pretty 
fresh print. Lady Diana has found, miraculously, a fresh flower to 
tuck in her straw hat. Books are skimmed through to come to the 
end quickly, last-minute letters are hastily written to catch the re- 
turn Clipper. Bridge scores are tallied, “'ship’s pools" and bets paid, 
Fidgety, we wait for land to come into sight 

And then at last we sight it—more of it in ten minutes than Magel- 
lan saw of it in all his lifetime. The lush green coast of Samar, the 
provinces of Bicol, Marinduque Island, Mindoro, then southern Lu- 
zon—Batangas, rich fragments of this rich, so rich, archipelago called 
the Philippines that lies like a fabulous necklace across the throat of 
all South Asia. And there, at last, is Corregidor, the “tight little 
rock,” the Gibraltar of the Philippines in the mouth of Manila Bay. 
And now we are over Cavite, the American naval base, circling to 
come down, Cavite is a small lizard-shaped spit of land with a bi~ 
furcated congue licking out into Manila Bay. Can this small lizard 
hypnotize the Japanese jaguar, the yellow panther? Or if not hypno- 
tize it, paralyze it with its little poisoned sting? 


Filipino boys and American Kodaks 


Ac2:30 Philippine time, we land. But for the tropical white everyone 
wears, and the steamy tropical heat and the palms waving beoween 
the modern buildings, this might be an American airport. There are 
American ships, American uniforms, many American faces among 
the dusky ones all around. Little dark boys with slanting eyes, or 
bright level black ones, wearing American sneakers and shorts, snap 
at Lady Diana with American Kodaks. The Filipinos who carry your 
baggage to the waiting car ask, “Everything O. K., Miss?” in an 
accent as pure as Broadway's. A reporter with an olive face asks, 
“How long do you intend to stay in the Philippines? Smile, please. 

. . What did you think of Manila from the air? . . . A big smile, 
please."" You get in the car, to motor for an hour around the rim of 
the bay to Manila. Before you have gone very far, you see Spanish 
forts not in ruins, but in excellent condition, housing American offi- 
cials, flying American flags. And on the roads, everywhere, signs in 
English, in Spanish, in Chinese, in Tagalog—one of the two most 
important Philippine dialects. It's America, it’s Spain, it's Asia, it's 
the Philippines. And on the wide, smooth Dewey Boulevard, you 
see, still protruding out of the water, the hulk of a Spanish ship that 
Dewey sank in Manila Bay. That Spanish iron is rusting in the wa- 
ters, but (you soon learn) that Spanish iron is also still rusting in the 
Filipino soul. 

In the hot marble corridors of the swanky Manila Hotel, “the 
finest hotel in the East,"’ in groups of three, four, five, always per- 
spiring people of all nationalities are sitcing at little wicker tables 
drinking Cokes, beers, whiskies, ““gimlets" (che gin favorite at 
Oriental bars). Dutch, British, French, Indian, Javanese, Japanese, 
Spanish, Chinese, American faces, and the infinitely varied ““mes- 
tizo"’ faces of the interbred Filipinos. They are businessmen, report- 
ers, politicians, pilots from Singapore and the N. E. I. come to pick 
up the planes American pilots have ferried out this far. American

Will the Japanese dare... ? 


I bathe quickly, change into a print evening gown (de rigueur for 
afternoon functions in the Philippines) and go to the High Com- 
missioner’s house, a few blocks away. He and Mrs. Sayre are having 
a reception for the Pecks and the Duff-Coopers. “All Manila’ is 
there, Admirals, Captains, Commanders, Generals, Colonels, Ma- 
jors, high-ranking Filipino politicians, the rich Bamboo Ameri- 
cans” who constitute (themselves) the Manila elite—they and 
their ladies are there, on the wide, porticoed terrace, in the in- 
finitely resplendent kaleidoscopic sunset that is flung out over 
Manila Bay.
